TO AMEND HOUSE RULE XXIX, 
SECTION 1

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Whereas, Senate Joint Resolution 
No. 30, proposing an amendment to 
the Constitution of this State, author­
izing the Legislature to issue and sell 
bonds of the State of Texas not to 
exceed the sum of twenty million 
dollars, the proceeds to be used in 
furnishing relief to needy and dis­
tressed people and in relieving the 
hardships resulting from unemploy­
ment, was adopted by vote of the peo­
ple on August 26, 1933, and the re­
sults of said election have been offi­
cially declared; and 

Whereas, The Legislature has been 
called in extraordinary session by the 
Governor of this State for the pur­
pose, among other things, of enacting 
appropriate legislation to carry out 
said constitutional amendment; and 

Whereas, It is necessary and ap­
propriate that the Legislature should 
have the benefit of all information and 
data which can possibly be secured in 
order to enact proper and desirable 
laws to effectively carry out the pro­
visions of such constitutional amend­
ment and provide for the relief of the 
needy and distressed of this State; 
and 

Whereas, By virtue of the passage 
of Chapter 141, Acts of the Forty­
third Legislature, at its Regular Ses­
sion, the Texas Rehabilitation and Re­
lief Commission was created, and 
since the time of its creation has been 
in charge of the distribution of relief 
funds furnished or allotted to the 
State of Texas for the relief of the 
needy, distressed, and starving people 
of this State; and such Texas Re­
habilitation and Relief Commission, of 
which the Governor of Texas is the 
ex-officio chairman, is in possession of 
all the facts and records pertaining 
to the expenditure and distribution of 
such funds allotted by the Federal 
Government for the benefit of the 
needy people of this State; and 

Whereas, Prior to the creation of 
such Texas Rehabilitation and Relief 
Commission all funds allotted for the 
relief of the distressed and needy cit­
izenship of this State were handled 
directly by the Governor of Texas; 
now, therefore, be it 

Resolved by the House of Repre­
sentatives, That the said Texas Re­
habilitation and Relief Commission, 
Her Excellency, Governor Miriam A. 
Ferguson, and former Governor R. S. 
Sterling be, and they are hereby re­
spectfully requested to furnish and 
file with the Chief Clerk of the House 

of Representatives, by Thursday, Sep­
tember 21, 1933, triplicate statements, 
in writing, giving the following in­
formation: 

1. The date and amount of each 
sum received by either of said 
agencies or officers, together with the 
total sum received; 

2. The place or places of deposit 
of such sums, and the name under 
which the account was carried; 

3. The date and amount of each 
sum sent or allotted for expenditure 
in any county, city, or other political 
subdivision of this State, together 
with the names of the person, persons 
or organization to which such sums 
were entrusted; 

4. The total amounts expended or 
sent out for distribution each month 
by said Texas Rehabilitation and Re­
lief Commission, or by either the 
present Governor or her predecessor 
in office, together with balances on 
hand, if any, each month down to the 
present time; 

5. The amounts paid out for sal­
aries or other administration expenses 
each month, together with a list of 
the names of each and every employe 
or other person receiving expenses, 
allowance, or pay for assisting in the 
administration or distribution of such 
funds, together with a statement as to 
whether such salary, wages or pa~ 
has been supplemented from any 
other source; that is, if any of such 
persons or organizations have been 
paid in part from State funds and in 
part from Federal relief funds, then 
the amount of such supplemental 
pay; 

6. The total number of employes, 
by months, utilized for the distribu­
tion or expenditure of any or all of 
said relief funds, and engaged in such 
i·elief work; and be it further

COTTON

H. C. R. No. 3, Relative to fixing 
a fair price on cotton. 

Whereas, The farmers of our South­
land and especially of the State of 
Texas, believing in the wisdom, pa­
triotism, and sympathy of our great 
President, Franklin D. Roosevelt, did 
heartily and in the best of faith co­
operate with the Secretary of the De­
partment of Agriculture and the agen­
cies of said department in an effort 
to enhance and stabilize the price of 
the present cotton crop by plowing 
up or otherwise destroying a large 
and the required part of said crop; 
and, 
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Whereas, The payment by the Gov­
ernment of the cotton rentals upon 
the acreage of the cotton that was 
plowed up, or otherwise eliminated, 
has been much longer delayed than 
was expected by the farmers when 
they entered into the crop-elimination 
contracts; and, 

Whereas, The farmers of Texas and 
the whole South are now in the midst 
of harvesting the cotton crop of the 
year 1933, and the price of cotton, 
notwithstanding the action heretofore 
taken, is still distressingly low, fluc­
tuating, and unstable, and the farm­
ers are having to sell their cotton, 
now being picked and gathered, at a 
price but little better, only a cent or 
two, than it was selling for at the 
corresponding season last year; and, 

Whereas, Practically all other prod­
ucts of the farm and ranch that the 
Southern farmer brings to market, 
such as cattle, hogs, milk and butter, 
poultry and eggs, are at the lowest 
ebb; and, 

Whereas, It is believed by almost 
everyone that the cotton speculator 
and gambler in the operation of our 
cotton exchanges or otherwise, are 
having much, and have had much, 
to do in depressing and keeping down 
the price of cotton; and, 

Whereas, By reason of the unusual 
shortage in feed stuff in a large part 
of our State, the present low price 
of cotton, and the increasing price of 
those things and necessaries which 
the farmer is compelled to buy, our 
cottori farmers will be, at the close 
of this cotton season, in a more de­
plorable financial condition than they 
were in at the close of last year's 
season; and, 

Whereas, The prosperity of our cot­
ton farmers is a prime factor in the 
general prosperity of all our citizens, 
and the prosperity-the buying pow­
er-of the farmers is contingent main­
ly on their obtaining a fair and rea­
sonable price for their cotton; and, 

Whereas, The Government has and 
is making an effort to set the price 
on all commodities other than cotton, 
and set the prices of wages and sal­
aries to be paid to different employes 
throughout the country; and, 

Whereas, In view of the situation 
that now confronts them and which 
must, it seems, confront them in just 
a few months, our cotton farmers, 
though usually hopeful and patient, 
are naturally becoming discouraged, 

disheartened, discontented, and sorely 
perplexed, and are needing and de­
manding relief; now, therefore, be it 

Resolved by the House of Repre­
sentatives, the Senate concurring, 
That the Forty-third Legislature of 
the State of Texas, convened in Ex­
traordinary Session, do hereby, in all 
sincerity, recommend and earnestly 
and urgently request that the Hon. 
Henry A. Wallace, Secretary of the 
Department of Agriculture, and all 
the agencies of said department, and 
any and all others having authority 
in the premises, use his and their 
utmost influence and power in a 
strenuous effort to bring about an 
immediate substantial enhancement 
by fixing a just and equitable price of 
the present cotton crop and that this 
be done before said crop has passed 
from the hands of the producing farm­
er. The situation calls for prompt, 
drastic, and fearless action on the 
part of the powers that be.
